Tha follewing digest of the election laws of this
State will be vaioable to managers in the dischiprge
of theie duties. Weglip it from the Charleston Mer-
cury: . < t
1. The names of the voters to be regularly writ-
ten as they vote, and the list. preserved.—A. A
1716, 2 Stat, p. 654,

2. It two or more tickets, in counting the votes,
be found rolled up togethier, or more names be found
written onany Heket than vught 1o be voted for, all
such tiekets are not to be counted -—4. A, 1710,2
Stat. p. 684, and Stat. p. 136.

No voter shall be allowed 1o put in more than a
single ballot or plece of paper in the same box; bt
o Uckil i3 to by connted thongh it eontding fewer
names than are 1o be voted for.

3. Hany manager shall koowingly reccive an il-
legnl vote, or shull re'nse to reecive a legal one, or
shall refuse to attend the viection, or shiall count the
ballote before the pr\--ror tiine, or at any otiier than
the proper place, he shinll be liable to penaliics, —See
2 Stat. p. 689, and 3 Stat. p. 138, and 4 Stat. p
100,

Minngers are authorized to alminister oaths and
examine witnesses, to mantain arder and regularity
wtthe pollsy and, by order in writing, (directed 10
the sheritl, constable or special deputy,) 1o commit
n jarl for one day any person who 1ciuses 1o obey
the lawful commuinds ol the Managers, or shall dis
b their proccedipge.—4.

stuted by a gentleman just arrived:

A party of abont fiity Law and Order men, under
the command of Capt, Robinson, were ked by
about two hundreed insurgents, uuder the command
of Col. Harvey, of Chicagyu. ‘I'lie insurgents, after
Faving continued the attack for severst hours, final-
Iy sent in a flag of truce, and proposed if they
would have n drawn banle they would deliver ap
all the horses and cattle which they had stolen, and
would agree wot to commut any more depredations
in that seetion of the Territory, The *Low and
Order” men agreed to the propes tion, and et them
alide.  Captain Robinson was wounded severely, a
bull pagsing through his hips, and nearly sl the
“Law amd Order™ men were more or less severely
woundud by balls, or splinters from the cablos in
which they were defonding themselvis,  “T'en of
the insurgents were killed and some twenty
wounnded.

The day before the battle of Tiskery Point, Capt.
Raobinson went to Grasshopper Falls, - nel de feated
a loree of about one hondred insorgents ander the
command of one Crosby.  Capt. Robinson sl eap-
tured all their stores and ammanition, consisting of
property stolen hy the insurgents,  Twa ol these
men wore killed, and they all left theie borses,
which were taken by the Law and Ocder men

The insurgents who were difested at Hickory
Point were the saome In-l_\- of men who robileed sl
the merchants at Osawqua and Euston, and killed
two men on Steanger’s Creck,
